. EEPEAL OF THE PRE-EMPTION LAW.. , 
The Commissioner again recomineiuls 


tho repeiil of the pru-euipcica law. Ho 
says.: 
"I renew previous recomruenihitions 


for the repeal of the pre-eiiiption luw. 
In toy last uuuuul.report I pointed out 
tlie.abseueo of auy great utility of tha 
pre-emption system {or a legitimate ap- 
propriation'ot the public lands by' act- 
ual settlers, sis .the .homestead aystaui 
contains a sufficient pre-emption feature 
and a double system is not reqpireJ. 
Economy of sidrniiiistriiiiou ulone sug- 
gests such repeul.while the great abuses 
flowing from "the illegal acquisition of 
land titles by tiotitioua pre-emption en- 
tries, and 
the exactions rntulo upon 


bona-ficie settlers, who are otteuobliged 
to buy off such claims in order to get ac- 
cess to public lauds, render the repeal, 
in my judgment, a matter of public ne- 
cessity. 
- 
"Pre-emption^claims are filed -when 


no intention'of perfecting entries exists, 
but the alleged claim is held for specu- 
lation or as a cover i'or denuding land 
of its timber. The average proportion 
of entries to Slings is less than oue-hnlf. 
"In cuses of entries actually inat'le it 


is found thut the most valuable timber 
lands tind large ares of agricultural aiid 
grazing Isuda are entered iu tiatUiouis 
uatoes or by parsons amploye'd for tlia 
purpose, and' the lands thus pass into 
speculative holdings or holdings iu large 
quantities* for perninuent control. Goal 
lands, the Government price of which 
is $10 nuJ $20 per !icr«, aro illegally 
obtained in the stiuie manner at the 
minimum price of non-mineral lands. 
The Government loses the difference iu 
price, while » loss to the general public 
lies ia the increased price of the uotil 
produced in oonseijueiico of the con- 
trol of cottl-fialds, which in this way .is 
acquired and held with a comparatively 
smal loutlay. of capital. The result ,ia 
equally true as to timber lands. Exper- 
ience has demonstrated that an effective 
remedy for these evils can only lie 
foiind in the repenl of the laws under 
which taey arise." 
The difficulty of protecting the public 


lauds from 'fraudulent entries under the 
jfreemptioii law can be readily under- 
stood by the statement of the Commis- 
sioner concerning the work of the spec- 
ial agents, twenty-five in number, ap- 
pointed for the protection of the public 
laud from fraudulent entries and. illegal 
appropriation. 
The 
Commissioner 


says: 
"Thirty-five hundred nnd tuirty-oue 


alleged fraudulent entries of _public 
lands, embracing an area of 500,000 
acres, have beeu. investigated .and re- 
ported, principally in California, Colo- 
rado, Dakota, 
Minnesota and New 


Mexico, and a lesser number in all other 
public land States and Territories; 680 
entries have beeu canceled on final 
proceedings, 782 held for cancellation, 
and hearings nave been ordered in 781 
oases. About 5,000 entries have been 
susspecded, awaiting investigation," 
Toe Secretary recommends that more 


liberal appropriations should be made 
for the detection and panishniant of 
fraud ou the Government if the acts 
governing the disposal of land are not 
modified. But even-with liberal appro- 
priations for tho Jdetection of frauds of 
the character before mentioned it will 
be impossible to prevent unscrupulous 
persons in the thinly settled regions of 
country from appropriating public land 
by a mere technical compliance with'the 


laws, while the spirit thereof is violated. 
There is but one remody', nnd'that is in 
the repeal of the law., no longer:; neces- 
sary to enable the actual settler to se- 
cure a title to the|land he occupies on 
the,.pnblio domain. The public lands 
•ougtti !o be reserved for actual, HeUlers, 
and Bboal'd befcouveyed only whan, the 
actual settler has shown his good faith 
by£a residence;on,the laud for.the. peif- 
ibd provided fer t>y the'homestead law'. 
No commututiojj of homesteads should 
be allowedv ; . ."; . ..>..-. 


IHEOAl 3TBNOINO Ol? PUBLIC LANDS. 
Tafiing up the illegal fencing of pab- 


lio lauds the Secretary says: . . .... . 
" In my last annual report I cuiled 


attention to: numerous complaints made 
concerning the illegal fencing of the 
public laud, and xirged some legislation 
by which such'illegal fences, might be 
summarily removed without tho deluy 
and expense of a suit in court. I re- 
gret to say that Congress has so far 
fuil'ad to trike action on this subject; A 
number of Hiiits .have been, instituted 
by the Department of Jiistice tit the re- 
quest of this Department, to compel the 
parties to remove such fences( but such 
proceedings involve much time and de- 
lay, and .if 'the parties; defendants de- 
sire to continuo in possession" of such 
fenced land, appeals will be taken to 
the Supreme Courtof theUnited ^States, 
and":the 'Gove(rnnient put to great .ex- 
pense and the'land -withheld from occu- 
pation, under the settlement laws. I 
trusfc'that soaio legislation- may be had 
thut will enable the Department in u 
sumniary way. to destroy.''these fences 
where the builders refuse to take thenj 
down. -It/hns been 'claimed by some 
tha't'the power exists iu the Department 
to destroy these fences us obstructions 
on the. public lands. If this is'so the 
Department bivs uo menus at its dis- 
posal to pay the expenses of such re- 
moval, neither has the Department of 
Justice. Authority should be given to 
r.emove such obstructions, and prbvisioji 
ixuidu for the payment of the persons 
employed to do such worlc." 


TAXATION ON IUIMOA.D LANDS; 


Attention is called to thu necessity 


for so'me legiulatiou to compel the rail- 
road companies having earned the land 
grunted to them to take iv patent there- 
for, so that the States or Teritories in 
which sneh lands lie may have tbe ben- 
efits derived from taxing the lands with- 
in their boundaries. 


After repeating his recommendation 


on this subject in. 'uis last report ha 
say a: 
" Experience has shown that instead 


of aiding the Government and facilitat- 
ing tbe survey and sals of the public 
lauds, along the routes, and the conse- 
quent settlement of the country, tho 
provision regulating survey by the rail- 
roads has operated to retard such lauda- 
ble results, and also has sorved- to en- 
able* the companies to obtain such val- 
uable .'-parcels of laud as they jhay fiad 
speedy profifc'in selling, thus imposing 
the fall burtleu of taxation upon their 
granteos and other seltlerw who purchase 
lands iu tho same neighborhood, while 
refusing to take the patents for the 
larger body of lass 'Snilnablc lauds upon 
which such burden would fall in the 
hands of the companies themselves, 
It is earnestly to be desired that some 


menus o£ adjustment of these.grunts, as 
a- whole, be'provided* or some method 
devised which shall, under cover of'leg- 
islative authority, not only remedy, tbe 
evil suggested, but :ennble this Depart- 
ment to reach a finality as to the titles 
to be conveyed to these corporations ut 
the earliest practicable moment, and 
'thus relievs 1111 anxious and excited p~ab- 
,lid feeling, already sufficiently arouserl 
upon the various difficult and compli- 
cated questions connected with tho ad- 
ministration of this momentous and im- 
portant branch of public affairs. 


To ;. this erid. I most urgently recom- 


mend-that the prompt and serious at- 
tention of Congress be invited to the 
foregoing suggestions, and that thd sev- 
eral companies be compelled to take 
patents for the lands earned, and to pay 
for the surveys made iu accordance with 
tlie provisions of the statutes her4tofors 
cited."

State Prison ought to be removed to 
Beno because of the economical admin- 
istration ol Warden Bell. How the cue 
follows the other is not clear. It would 


' seam to an ,prdinarjr observer that if 


Warden Bell has really accomplished 
the turning in of more money to the 
State Treasury than any of his prede- 
cessors it ought to argue strongly for 
the retention of that neeesary institution 
at the locality where such a feat was 
possible. Th« truth is, however, that 
very much which is asserted by the 
JOURNAL as to the auppoaod economy in 
the State Pnsoa Management ia subject 
to serious question. It ia to be hoped 
that th« Warden'« report wilt show un- 
detenorated property and 
sufficient 


thereof to render Immediate and exten- 
sive purchases, of stocks, appliances, 
supplies, etc., upneoesMry, Should this 
fail to prove true the ecouomy attempted 
to be shown will prove delusory. 
The JOURNAL has exceptional advan- 


tage in the foregoing particulars and 
will doubtlessvbe fully prepared to for- 
tify iUeH sufficiently to make every 
member of the incoming Legislature 
sure that real economy has been prac- 
ticed at the Prison. Should it fail to do 
so it may be that the removal of the 
Prison to Beno will be the only re- 
course for that economical management 
which is so loudly demanded. The 
JOURNAL can take either horn of the 
dilemma which it has suggested. If it 
prefers to re-eleot Warden Bell let it 
ahow good reason therefor. If it wants 
to remove the Prison to Beno it will 
have its hands sufficiently full to induce 
it to let the fight for the Wardenship 
out to some other hands. 


The Index it respectfully informed 


that in the discussion of State affairs 
the JOURNAL has no respect for persons 
or places, and the conclusions of (he 
Index in the above article are entirely 
at variance with the facts. There ia no 
connection between the two subjects. 
If Mr. Bell has not managed the Prison 
well at Carson, he o«ght not to be con- 
sidered when the time arrives to deter- 
mine who shall be Warden for the 
ensuing two years. If h* has conducted 
the .affairs in the interest of the tax- 
payers the Legislature will not be apt 
to hazard an experiment for a certainty. 
If any other man can do better than 
Mr. Bell has done, is doing, or can do, 
then ;that man should be chosen for 
Warden. But the JOURNAL believes 
that no matter how well the Prison can 
be managed at Oarson, the circumstan- 
ces are such, that at Beno aa immense 
saving oau be effected, and the necessi- 
ties of the pr«aent and exigencies of the 
future demacd its removal to Beno. If 
facts can not be produced to justify the 
change, the JOURNAL does not desire it 
made.
